LOSSES TO MAKERS 
OF RUGS IN CHINA 


TIENTSIN, June 7.—The 
unpre­ 
cedented boom in the rug-making in­ 
dustry in China, which followed in­ 
terruption of the Turkish and Per­ 
sian trade dur'ng the war, has suffer­ 
ed a severe check. 
Out of 500 factories which were 
built in Tientsin during the 
first 
years of the war, developing a daily 
output of more than 10,000 square 
inches, fewer than 300 have survived 
a renewal 
of competition. 
During 
tho hey-day of the industry prices 
soared from $1.60 and 
$1.80 
per 
square foot to $3.00 and $4.00. About 
one-fourth of the output was consum­ 
ed domestically 
and of 
the 
rest 
America took the bulk. 
The slump is attributed largely to 
inferiority of the product under the 
enormously increased demand, 
due 
to inferior wool, unskillful 
dyeing 
and inexperienced workmanship.

SPRING VEGETABLES 


P E R H A P S there is some vege- 
table better than tender will- 
cooked asparagus, dressed with a 
generous allowance of butter, per­ 
fectly seasoned and hot, on crisp., 
well-buttered toast; if so it may 
be a dish of tender sweet green 
peas simmered to the nth degree 
of detectability and buttered lav­ 
ishly; both are dishes fit for the 
epicure, and he who does not en­ 
joy them is Indeed hard to suit. 
Asparagus 8©up.—Cook two cup­ 
fuls of asparagus in three cupful! 
of water; when tender, rub through 
a puree strainer, add one pint of 
white sauce, using two cupfuls of 
milk 
thickened 
with 
two 
table­ 
spoonfuls each of butter and flour 
well-cooked together; season with 
one and one-half teaspoonfuls of 
salt, a few dashes of cayenne and 
one-fourth of a teaspoonful of white 
pepper, with a teaspoonful of sugar. 
Roil up once ami serve with a 
spoonful of whipped cream on top 
of each cup and with crisp, thinly- 
shaved bread, well-browned In the 
oven. 
Chicken Smothered In Asparagus. 
—Cook a fowl until very tender and 
divide Into eight pieces of serving 
size. 
Roll in seasoned flour and 
brown lightly in sweet f a t 
Make 
toast cut In good-sized rounds, but­ 
ter them and lay in a shallow serv­ 
ing dish, place a piece of chicken on 
each round and surround wdth hot 
cooked asparagus which has been 
cut in half-inch lengths. 
Pour over 
all a hot w'hite sauce to which beat­ 
en egg yolk has been added, after 
taking from the fire. 
Stir rapidly 
to prevent curdling and garnish 
with toast points. 
Puree of Peas.—Boil four cupfuls 
of peas until tender in salted w ater 
with an onion, a bunch of parsley 
and two sprigs of mint. Rub through 
a colander and return to the fire, 
adding one cupful of strong stock; 
season with salt and pepper and 
one teaspoonful of sugar.

tion of the United States increased 
32,900 barrels for the week ended 
June 2. totaling 2,034,950 as com­ 
pared with 2,002,050 for the preced­ 
ing week, according to the Ameri­ 
can Petroleum Institute’s 
weekly 
summary. 
The daily average pro­ 
duction east of the Rocky Moun­ 
tains was 1,309,350 barrels, as com­ 
pared with 1,292,050, an increase of 
17,900. 
California Production was 
725,000 as compared with 710,000, 
an increase of 15,000. 
Oklahoma shows a daily average 
gross production of 494,550 barrels, 
an increase of 1,350; Kansas 83,050, 
an increase of 550; and Arkansas 
116,100, increase of 3,350 barrels. 
There were no changes reported 
in crude oil prices for the mapor 
districts—mid-continent being quot­ 
ed at $1.10 to $2.20 a barrel, accord­ 
ing to the gravity of the oil.

Rail Earnings Expand. 
WASHINGTON, June 7.—Earnings 
of class one railroads during April 
totalled 
$S3,917,S00, 
according 
to 
compilations made public yesterday 
by the American 
Railway Associa­ 
tion which estimated they represent­ 
ed an annual return rate of 6V6 per 
cent on capital invested in transpor­ 
tation. 
The rate, the highest attained since 
return of the roads to private owner­ 
ship, resulted from freight traffic 
greater by 55 per cent during the 
month than the volume handled a 
year ago. 
Total operating revenues, 
w’hich in spite of some reduction in 
railroad rates, were more than 25 per 
cent greater than during the same 
period last year. 
In April, 1922, earnings w*ere $49,- 
9.9,000, while in March of this year 
they totalled $83,56S,000. 
During the first four months of this 
year the net operating income of the 
roads totalled $266,246,000, represent­ 
ing a 5.49 per cent return on the es­ 
timated value of railroad 
property 
used in transportation. 
The class 
one lines for 
which 
the totals are 
compiled operate more than SO per 
cent of the country’s rail mileage and 
include all roads with more than I 
million dollars a year of gross reve­ 
nue. 
Considering the earnings by dis­ 
tricts, the Eastern and 
Southern 
were shown to have attained a stan­ 
dard during April far above the in­ 
terstate 
commerce 
commission’s 
ruling that 5% per cent should be 
considered reasonable. Lines east of 
the Mississippi and generally north 
of Ohio showed April earnings of 
$4S,321,000, which is at the annual 
return rate of 7.93 per cent oil their 
tentative value. Lines in the south­ 
ern district earned $12,281,000, or at 
a rate of 7.18 per cent. 
On the other hand, the western dis­ 
trict, including most of the roads in 
territory west of the Mississippi, re- | 
ported April earnings of $22,595,000, 
which the railway association esti- ! 
mated to represent 4.52 per cent of 
their tentative capital value.
